At Munich, last summer, 1 made the ac- 


quaintance of M——>'» the famous painter. [ 
had heaid much of him during my stay there, 
ami of liis vccentricities. Just then it was 
quite the mode to circulate ^Lories about him, 
and I listened to so many which were incredi- 
ble that 1 wa» si'ixed with an irresistible dcsiie 
to meet him. 1 Look, ceruinly, a roundabout 
way to accomplish this. M 
y Iwrl a horror 


ufl'oitiling new accniainlances—so it was said. 
He fh'il from lettuis of introduction coming in 
tiic ordiuaty way as fiotu the plague. Neither 
prince nor noble could win his intimacy or 
tempt liitti out of the pale of his daily routine. 
We aie most eager in IJie pursuit of what is 
forbidden. I became the more determined to 
make M 
y's acquaintance, the more diili- 


cult it seemed, 
After revolving the matter 


carefully, i wrote to America to my intimate 
fiiend It., who 1 knew had subdued " the sav- 
age," as M 
y was gmnetiuies called, and 


bogged him to put me in the way of getting 
hold of the strange fellow. In tour or five 
»e-eks 1 received an answer. K. simply en- 
closed me his own card with the painter's uame 
in pencil written on il—advising me to go to 
the artist's house, deliver the card in person, 
and trust the result to fortune. Now I had 
heard, as before intimated, all sorts of stories 
about M 
y. He was a bachelor, at least 


fitly years old. He lived by himself, as was 
reported, in a superb house in an attracl.ive 
pailot'the town.

I asked him'the question, and in' reply he 
me the following stuty, which I now give as 
nearly an [Kissible in his own words. 


Many years ago, in one of my excursions. I 


came lo i^aden-Kaden. It was a favorite re- 
sort for me, because I found there so many 
varieties of 11 le human countenances, ana 1 
liked to study 'them. One evening I was in 
the Cnnversaiiou-Haus, looking at the players 
at rouge-et-noir. At one e.nd nf the table I 
saw seated a man apparently past fifty; around 
him were three or four youni; fellows of twenty 
ni twenty-five. It is nothing unusual to set- 
old men at the gaming-table—quite the con- 
trary. 
But this person's head and forehead 


siave the lie to his countenance, and I stopped 
to rcgaid him. 
Willie I was doing so, his eyes 


met mine, 1 suppose my gaze was earnest; 
for his eyes Instantly fell, but, recovering, he 
returned my look with a staie so impudently 
defiant that I directed my attention at once 
elsewhere. Kver and anon, however, I would 
steal a glance at this person—for there was 
something iu Ids looks which fascinated me. 
He entered with gusto into the game, won and 
lost with a pood-natured air, yet so permedi- 
tated, so, in fact, yovthfully-old, 
I felt a chill 


pass over me while 1 was looking at him. 
Later in the evening 1 encountered him again. 
It was in the public room of my own hotel, at 
supper. He was drinking Rhine wine with 
the same young men who were with him at 
rouye-et-nolr. The tone of the whole compa- 
ny was boisterous, 
and Iwcame more so as 


each fresh bottle was emptied. 
The yrung fel- 


lows were very noisy, but impulsively so. The 
man also was tuihulerit, and 
inclined to he 


merry in the extreme; hut as I watched Lis 
eye 1 shuddered, for there enthroned wiis a 
permanent expression indicating a consct'ous- 
nexs in fwry act which he committed. Once 
again our eyes met, and I turned away and 
left the apartment. 
During my walk half an 


twin afterwards, I encountered the same party, 
still more excited and hilarious, in company 
witii some women, whose character it was not 
easy to mistake. As I passed, the unknown 
brushed close by me, and again his glance met 
my own. He seemed half maddened by my 
curious look, which he could not but perceive, 
and, as I thought, made use of some insulting 
expiesslon. 1 took no notice of it, but passod 
on ray way, and saw him no more during my 
stay in the place. 


From Baden I made an excursion into 


Switzerland. I was slopping at a pleasant vil- 
lage in the romantic neighborhood of the Ber- 
nese Alps.

8ocletyH>e'_-ame strong in me. My mother took 
great paius to impress on me thai here com- 
menced my first atiuggle with Satan, and, if 1 
yielded, I should certainly, and beyond all per- 
adventure, become a child of tbe devil. 1 was 
in a degree conscientious. 1 was ambitious to 
attain to a holy life. I believed what my 
mother had from uiy infancy labored so hard to 
inculcate, and I trod out wilh an iron step 
every fieah rising emotion of my heart, every 
genuine passion of my nature.

from ihe Syracuse Journal, will be read wilh 
intciest just now : 


We chanced yesterday to meet two old set- 


tlers— n;ilher very old, but nevertheless among 
those considered tho oldest inhabitants in these 
parts. 
One of them lived at Auburn in the 


great snow year, 1830, when the people wer* 
fairly snowed inw their dwellings.

llie supply of fuel ran out, and the men turned 
out, and being unable to go beyond the villas:", 
bounds, were obliged to cut down the orna- 
mental lives in the streets and door-yards to 
keep themselves and famlies fiom freezing. 
The other was a resilient of Baldwhmille at 
tbat time, and he says that the supply of fm-1 
running out, the men of that place were oblige.1 
to cut down a very handsome and valuable 
grove of trees, within the village limits, to pro- 
vide means of heating their dwellings. There 
was Ihon no coal used, and Ihe dependence for 
fuel was entirely upon wook.

average depth of snow on the ground of .it least 
four feet, in all this part of the cimnlry. Ii 
was fully six feet deep in Salina street, then 
the main thoroughfare.

melting takes place. This Is why the snow set - 
ties when it reaches three feet or so in rtcpih.
